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Rep. Cain tells Selectmen 


INNER BELT FUNDS 
FOR WILMINGTON 


Wilmington’s Board of Selectmen greeted Rep. Fred Cain with wide open grins, 
Monday night, when he came in to tell them the good news. 

The State House is having quite a time about the money that has been allocated 
to the Inner Belt, so called. Those who have been reading the Boston papers and 
watching television realize that the uproar about thee present terminus of Route 
93, in Boston, is only a part of the difficulty. 

The money is there, to build an Inner Belt, so-called. It has been allocated to 
build highways. It cannot now be spent on the Inner Belt, in the forseeable future. 

Rep. Cain told the Wilmington Selectmen that he has had some of that money 
diverted for the Route 129 By Pass in Wilmington, for the new bridge over the 
Boston & Maine Railroad (the Richmond Street Bridge), and for auxiliary pur- 
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poses. 
No Wilmington funds will be needed, he said. No county funds. The road and 
bridge will be paid for by the state. 
Some hundreds of thousands of dollars have already been allocated to the con- 
struction of highway and bridge, by the County, and by the Town. That money, 
Cain told the Selectmen, is not now needed. 


And the Selectmen broke into grins. Cain invited them to tour the area with 
him, next morning. He expected to have a State DPW Engineer out, to look over

Lowell Gas Company lost its town permit to operate a liquid 
propane plant at its Chapman Road facility in Tewksbury 
Tuesday. Town selectmen, in unanimously revoking the per- 
mit, cited the company's failure to provide adequate safety 
measures at the plant prior to an explosion that killed two men 
February 9, 1972.

Zaroulis said state law seemed 
to give the DPU and selectmen 
concurrent powers allowing or for- 
bidding the propane facility. He 
said the selectmen apparently 
had the power to revoke the permit 
with cause.

He added that instead of officials 
seeking a replacement for

Volunteers were few so far, 
Donovan said, because, ‘People 
are not aware there is an opening 
unless they read the Lowell Sun or 
‘Town Crier.”’ He said he doubted if 
another week would be sufficient 
to attract many volunteers. 

Joseph Doherty, chairman of the 
planning board, called for im- 
mediate replacement of Baldwin 
He said state law required the 
board include from five to nine 
members. With the present three- 
man board, he explained, all 
members had to be present to hold 
a hearing and all votes had to be 
unanimous, , 

Baldwin, who remains a town 
selectman, supported Doherty's 
contentions, and both men 
reiterated Whelan's comment 
about the scarcity of candidates to 
fill Cooney's seat 

Flanagan commented, “It is 
something else to open it to the 
whole town and someone 
volunteers. It gives the townspeo- 
ple a chance to get on the 
board...we can perhaps get a much 
better candidate.” 

He said a week's delay in 
replacing Baldwin would not affect 
planning board activities because 
the board meets Monday nights, 
and Monday is a holiday. 

Voting for the week's delay were 
Whelan, Flanagan and Selectmen 
Frank A. Antonelli and Donald H 
Sheehan. 

Donovan joined Doherty and 
Baldwin in“ opposing the delay 
because he felt the delay was in 
sufficient for attracting 
volunteers. 


says we don't “have the power,” 
Zaroulis said. He added that the 
attorney general's office had by in- 
ference indicated the selectmen 
had jurisdiction over the plant. 

Whelan, in explaining his reason 
for his vote , referred to ad- 
missions in the January hearing by 
company executives and safety 
experts that facits of the plant 
destroyed a year ago weren't safe. 

He concluded by saying, “The 
gas company didn't live up to 
promises it made in the past about 
safety measures, and it is my per- 
sonal opinion the existing permit 
should be denied." Baldwin said 
although he felt the permit should 
be denied, he feared revokation 
might be overruled in court and 
the town would lose its last option 
for gaining concessions from the 
company 

He’ suggested the firm might 
agree to cease propane operations 
after a few years except in cases 
where liquid natural gas facilities 
suffered a breakdown. The firm, 
he said, might provide special 
equipment to town firefighters Eor 
fighting propane blazes 

Baldwin also suggested Lowell 
Gas might build a road for town 
school buses to use in turning 
around on Chapman Road so as to 
prevent the buses backing into the 
plant's driveway in turning 
around. 

“We are just going to lose money 
fighting it in court, and lose in the 
long run,” Baldwin said 

Whelan commented that Lowell 
Gas executives made promises in 
public as to Ehat they would do at 
the plant, and wouldn't likely 
backtrack from the promises even 
if the company won a court decl- 


‘sion, 

Donald Kolesar, a resident of the 
‘Chapman Road area, sald school 
buses didn’t use the company's 
driveway. He said the Highway 
Department could easily build a 
turnaround for the buses, which 
now turned around on the road 
itself 

Antonelli referred to promises 
about safety measures the com- 
pany made when the permit was 
granted in 1961. “I feel the gas 
company has been negligent on 
doing what they were supposed to 
do. There is no question the per- 
mit should be revoked. 1 just don’t 
have the faith in the gas company 
that perhaps other members of 
this board do,"" 

He added, “There would have 
been no accident if they had kept 
their 1961 prom'ses.”* 

Selectman Donald E. Sheehan 
said the firm's past negligence 
was the main issue. He said prior 
to the explosion the plant “was not 
designed to provide any kind 
safely factors." He added, 
don’t think there was any con- 
sideration for anyone there. 
residents or employes." 

Sheehan said that the firm had 
not operated the propane facility 
in the past year, and that proved 
the facility was not needed. He 
also criticized Lowell Gas for not 
keeping the Selectmen abreast of 
reconstruction of the propane 
plant 


Referring to Baldwin's fear a 
court decision would kill the 
town's last control over the plant, 
Sheehan said, except for power to 
revoke the permit “'we don't have 
any control over it now."

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A Kindergarten? 


Wilmington can expect an enrollment of 
803 young people, in the kindergarten part 
of the public schools, in September. The 
‘School Committee has, and has been done in 
other muni. ipalities, requested that the 
State Department of Education delay for a 
year the opening of Kindergartens in 
Wilmington. 

One of the big problems’ is classroom 
space. There are areas in the various 
churches etc., that may be utilized, but not 
advantageously, and there would be at least 
some dislocation to the churches involved. 

Possible - just possibly, the Knights of 
Columbus might be interested in talking 
with the School Committee. It may just be 
possible that their hall, now beleagured by 
nearby residents, could be converted into a 
kindergarten. 

Oh no, it won't be easy, but it might be 
the key to the situation. ‘The priests of St. 


‘Thomas would have to assent, there would 
Probably be discussions with the 
Archdiocese of Boston. But if a solution 
could be found, in that way, the Knights 
might possible welcome it. 

There are several similar organizational 
problems, in Wilmington and the only 
organization which seems to have none is 
the local VFW Post, which is located in a 
business district. Organizations with 
quarters in residential areas run into dif- 
ficulties. 

Readers will remember that the local 
Sons of Italy, a couple of years ago, ran into 
troubles with potential neighbors. Wisely 
the trustees sold the land on which they 
were planning to build. They have now 
bought land elsewhere, with no neighbors, 
except a couplLe who welcome them. 

Perhaps this might be a clue for the 
Knights, Perhaps, just perhaps. Anyway, 
it is worth a little more than a passing 
thought, 


Article 23 


The reported action of the Wilmington 
Finance Committee, in giving an adverse 
recommendation to Article 23 of the 
Warrant for the annual Town Meeting is 
something to give every home owner in 
town some thought. 

‘The Wilmington Planning Board, with the 
best of intentions, is asking that 50% of the 
homes in Wilmington be voted out of their 
present zoning, and in effect into a high 
classification. The purpose is perhaps 
good, depending on the viewpoint - to make 
it more difficult to build homes in 
Wilmington.

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Fire Captain Grourke 
retires in Tewksbury

Captain James T, Grourke com- 
pleted his final shift as a 
‘Tewksbury firefighter Friday, 
retiring after almost 25 years as a 
call and regular firefighter in the 
town, Fire Chief William A. 
Chandler said of Grourke, “Hi 
done a hell of a good job’as fire 
captain over the years, and he will 


special about his background, was 
reluctant to talk about himself. 
Chandler filled in some of the 
more colorful details of Grourke's 
life, and gave a reluctant Grourke 
a warm hearted order to be 
for this newspaper. 
Tt was the first time he was in 
front of a camera in 25 years. 
Jim Grourke was born 55 years 
ago in Lowell. He attended St. 
Peter's parochial School in Lowell, 


Grourke took a job with Civilian 
Conservation Corps, and for 
awhile he chopped wood in New 
Hampshire for room, board and 
five dollars a month. Then, for 
room and board and a whole $12 a 
month, he joined the National 
Youth Administration's program 
studying mornings and working 
afternoons on various projects, 

“After that I did nothing,"” he 
said, but on further questioning ad- 
mitted he ran machinery in 
Walsh's Mill and other textile 
firms in Lowell 

Grourke went into the army in 
1942, and was assigned to the Sth 
Infantry Division. “I served in 
North Africa and Italy," he 
recalled, 

Chandler helped Grourke recall 
a few little things he had forgot 
such as the 34 Infantry Divisior 
putting more time in the line than 
any other American division, 600 
days, and Grourke's serving in the 
landing at Casablanca, Salerno - 
the first landing in Italy - and An- 
zio 

Grourke fought at Kasserine 
Pass in North Africa, and all the 
way up the Italian peninsula, in- 
cluding Monte Casino, 

On September 1, 1945, Grourke 
was “hgporably discharged as a 
sergearl¥ from the Army, one of 
the few men in the 34th to come out 
of the war without a wound, 


“other firms, and became a 
firefighter for Tewksbury in 1948 
In 1950 friends in Lowell in- 
troduced him to a brunet from 
Maine, Hazel Bigger. In 1952 they 
were married 

In his {ree time, Grourke 
enjoyed fishing, golf and playing 
softball with the Tewksbury 
firefighters’ team. He helped 
raise funds to start the town's Lit- 
tle League in 1952, and managed

Tewksbury warrant hearings forecast town Meeting 


Finance committee hearings on 
the 1973 Tewksbury town warrant 
February 8 and 13 should provide 
some forcast for the March town 
meeting, although only 100 persons 
attended the 3.5 hour first session 
and only 25 were at the 4.75 hour 
second session that ended at 12:15 
a.m. 

‘Among articles that should 
arouse arguments on the town 
meeting floor are over to continue 
water service to a Raytheon plant, 
new road requirements, a proposal 
to rent a privately developed 
schools, and several articles sub- 
mitted by the Tewksbury 
Taxpayers Assn. (TTA). 

Article 19, submitted by the 
selectmen, seeks to have the town 
meeting rescind its passage of 
ticle 83 of the 1972 town warrant, 
restricting town water to 
customers located entirely within 
town boundaries. 

Chairman Joseph J. Whelan of 
the selectmen said Raytheon's 
plant at the border of Tewksbury, 
Billerica and Lowell can only keep 
operating with Tewksbury’s 
water. He said Billerica water is 
inadequate, and Lowell's line to 
the plant is at the end of the Lowell 
system and is too full of sediment 
and lacks sufficient pressure for 
plant needs 

Water Cmsr. Leo Chibas said the 
plant has developed water control 
facilites and plant needs slipped 
from 81 million gallons in 1970 to 48 
million last year. 

Robert E. Mangieri, of the TTA, 
questioneed why the town, which 
chronically suffers a water shor- 
tage each summer, should provide 
water to a firm whose plant is 
located three-fourths in other 
towns. Paul Heider, also of the 
‘TTA, suggested a line could be run 
under a plant driveway in order to 
provide the firm with Billerica 
water.

The TTA sponsors an article to 
have the town meeting have the 
funds used to cut the 1973 tax rate. 
School Committeeman James E. 
Sullivan, acting as an individual, 
Sponsors an article to have the 
same funds and an additional $17,- 
000 put toward renting a privately 
developed 30-room schoo! in 
September 1973, 

School Committeeman 
Sullivan's article to spend $250,000 
to rent a privately developed 
school of relocatable classrooms 
was questioned as violating the in- 
tent of a state law requiring multi- 
ple bids in such cases. Sullivan 
said he would allow the article to 
be amended to allow anyone 
building such a facility to be con- 
sidered for the lease. Sullivan's 
original article specified the 
money be used to rent such a 
facility from developer John V. 
Sullivan, who owns 20 acres of land 
at the corner of Marston and 
Rogers Streets, 

Auditor Thomas Berube sup- 
ported an article to have the town 
meeting determine how the money 
should be spent, but later 
withdrew the article after TTA 
spokesmen criticized him for put- 
tng the article in. 

‘An article sponsored by the 
water commission seeks $60,000 
for an addition to the present 
water department garage. Road 
Cmsr. Richard Trueba said the ad- 
dition wasn't needed because there 
was room to place water depart- 
ment facilities at a planned 
expanded town garage. Water Cm- 
sr. Leo Chibas said it would be a 
disservice to residents to make 
them to from the town hall to the 
garage to clear up matters concer- 
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hing water bills.

The TTA 
article was criticized by several 
persons for restricting the rights 
of individual residents, 

Two TTA articles also drew 
criticism from several persons 
who described them as vague or 
contradictory. One article seeks 
to have quorums at town meetings 
set at 200, while another requires 
any by-law arcendments be passed 
by 300 affirmative votes or a 
majority of those present and 
voting. 

‘One man said as a result of the 
articles, 200 persons could spend 
$12 million for a new school, but 
wouldn't have sufficient numbers 
to make a minor amendment to a 
town by-law. 

A TTA article would forbid 
anyone getting a permit for con- 
struction in any ew subdivision 
except the developer drew fire 
from several residents. Mangier 
said the town had problems now 
because 10 different persons 
applied for various permits for a 
subdivision, and responsibility for 
the project was watered down. 

Finance committtee chairman 
Norman 0, Boudreau said the arti- 
cle, if passed, might stop anyone 
who buys a lot of land in a long dor- 
mant subdivision from building on 
that property. He said the original 
developer could be long gone, and 
the land could since have been sold 
10 times. 

Trueba asked the finance com- 
mittee to make no recommenda- 
tion op the article, and to leave 
residents to determine if it was 


proper. 
Trueba was criticized by several 
persons for submitting an article 
to set minimum widths for minor 
nd major streets. .. The 


questioned why he didn't have the 
road commission consider the arti- 
cle. 


He said he formulated the arti, 
cle too late to seek road commis: 
sion approval, but felt he had the 
same right as other residents to 
place any article he and nine other 
taxpayers. sought to have in the 
warrant, 

‘Trueba’s article would require 
all future subdivisions to have 
major roads with 00 feet rights of 
way, and minor roads with 50 feet. 
Pavements in both cases would be 
only 35 feet. 

One man questioned whiy anyone 
would care who submitted the arti- 
cle, which he said would provide 
safer roads than smaller rights of 
way do in some subdivisions today. 


Another TTA article criticized 
would require all payments to 
town employes and vendors be 
listed in the town report, Mangieri 
said the practice was followed in 
Derry, and insured residents knew 
where tax dollars were going. 
Berube said the employes’ salaries 
could easily be listed in the report, 
but compiling figures on vendors 
would be "monumental." 


Parts of an article sponsored by 
Berube to have the town consider 
paying past years’ debts drew 
criticism, especially a request to 
pay $182.10 for a chair at the police 
station and $312.96 in salaries for 
election officials. 


Berube said he only submitted 
the article to give residents the 
decision as to whether the bills 
should be paid. He said Police 
Chief John F. Sullivan submitted 
the bill for the chair too late to be 
paid with 1972 funds, which in any 
case didn't provide for such a 
chair. He said he also refused to 
pay the bill because the cost was 
excessive, and several residents 
criticized the expenditure. 
Sullivan said a chair broke at the 
station in December, and he 
needed a replacement. He agreed 
the cost was high, but he couldn't 
find a cheaper one, he said. 
Berube said Town Clerk John A. 
Hedstrom didn’t submit a bill for 
election salaries for the 
September and November elec: 
tions until too Late to pay them. 


Several persons said the only 
way the town could prevent 
department heads from overspen- 
ding their budgets was for the town 

bid paying for overages. 
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TOWN OFFICIALS 
SUPPORT SINGLE USE 
OF FEDERAL FUNDS 


‘The Tewksbury — selectm 
auditor, treasurer and finance 
committee chairman last week in- 
dicated support for spending 
federal revenue sharing funds for 
one purpose. 

‘They also agreed the town 
shouldn't spend such funds 
received after the 1973 town 
meeting except by a possible 
special town meeting. 

‘Treasurer William J. O'Neill 
vised the officials the town has 
received $359,000 in revenue 
sharing funds, He said Tewksbury 
might receive more funds April 5, 
but the amount was unpredictable. 

O'Neill, Fincom chairman Nor- 
man Boudreau, Auditor Thomas J. 
Berube and Selectman Frederick 
H. Baldwin - who recently visited 
Washington, D.C., to learn how to 
use the fedeeral funds - agreed the 
funds should be one purpose. ‘They 
suggested the $359,000 be used to 
pay fire department salaries. 

“These funds should be best 
spent on one thing because the 
whole thrust of revenue sharing is 
to let the little guy know how his 
money is being spent," Berube 
recommended. He said this goal 
might not be accomplished if the 
funds were put into several ac- 


assessors setting the 1973 tax rate. 
He said that would result in lower 


taxes. 

Selectman Frank A. Antonelli, a 
state representative, said'the state 
was considering using federal 
revenue funds in some way 
to pay off bonds. He said he would 
report to the town the state’s 
proposals once he sttudied them to 
see if they were applicable to town 
projects.
